Kingdom Is n small triangular building 
erected about 200 years ago at Rushton, 
In Northamptonshire, by filr Thomas

duced thickness of plates with the snmo 
reaisting quality ns those protecting tho 
sides of tho best figiitera now iu tbo 
service. No tcEt 'has so slrougly im- 
pressed tbo naval authorities and ord- 
nance experts as tlmt witnessed recent- 
ly at tbo naval proving station. 


Tho plate tested was ono treated with 


tho new Krnpp process, and tho result 
showed that it is superior in all ro- 
speuts to plates made by the Harvey or 
any other process now in -UFO. Soino 
timo ago tho Carncgiea brought: to tlio 
navy department's attention tho Krnpp 
process und asked thnt it bo tried, aa 
tbo right to nso tho new Invention in 
tho United Ktntcs had been scoured. 
Liko nil uow inventions, tho process 
wns not received nt first with favor, 
nud it wns declared that tho armor now 
being supplied the navy wns nucqunled. 
nnd could probably uot bo greatly im- 
proved, 
A (i inch plato, however, waa 


manufactured 
for tho government's 


trials and subjected to tho most Eevero 
baliistio trial any pinto of thnt thick- 
ness had undergone iu tho history of 
Rrjnor making here. 


At those trials the most surprising 


rosnlts wero secured. A 0 inch shell j 
TvhiHi under norm:il conditioua nud or- 
dinary service velocities would h.-ivo 
pierced tho armor fnilod to penetrate it.

STILL EMPEROR IN PART 


Minister Wu Ting-Fang Ex- 


plains China's New Regime. 


TEXT OF THE DEOKEE RECEIVED. 


The Chlucie Iviitprror will Ilnve « 


' Yt'lo Ovtr Uic Work of the Dowager 


Emprfiin—I.I lluud Clinuir Sol Un- 
frU-nilly (o Uiitfliuid—All (ho ICiu- 
prror'n AUvlBci-a Will Bo Retained. 
Alliance l'li»i,» With .Inimii. 


"Tho abdication of tho iiti|wrlnl Chi- 


noso throno by tho present yonng em- 
peror iu favor of tlio empress dowager 
will uot result in n ohnugoof tho policy 
of progression mid reform which Ima 
boon inaugurated by tho omporor nnd 
latter day Ohinoso statesmen of tho em- 
pire." 


This significant statement, correotlug 


tbo impression prevailing thnt n change 
iu tbo rule* of the Ohinoso oiuplrq will 
result in tho closing of tho doom of thnt 
vast empire to foroigu commerce iuid 
tho investment of foreign capital, wua 
umdo to Iho \YaRhlngtcm Times- tho oth- 
or day by Mr. Wu Ting-fans, tlio Chi- 
nese minister. 


"I received n copy of tho omnoror'a 


edict on Sept. aa," snid tbo minister. 
"It wns issued by tho emperor upon hia' 
own volition, aud, contrary to popular 
Impression, created hy tho press dis- 
patches from Chiua, ho wna not coerced 
into doinif so. The odiot, freely trans- 
lated from tho cipher cablo, is M fol- 
lows : 


" 'Now that China is disturbed nnd 


there IH nood that all business shall bo 
well dono we, tho emperor, agitated 
from morning to evening for tbo wel- 
fare of nll affairs nnd fenrful lost errors 
inay occur, observing from the begin- 
ning of tho reign of Tung Chi tlmt tho 
empress dowager had twlco given in- 
structions to tho ouiporor, oaph timo 
with pignal ability nnd success, so wo 
now, considering the Important intor- 
esta of tho empire, have begged the em- 
press dowagor to give tho emjieror tho 
benefit uf her ripo experience nnd her 
instruction. 
" 'Tho dowager empress has been 


pleased to ncccdo to thia request. Thcro- 
foro it ia to tbo good fortune of the 
wbolo empire that this auspicious ovout 
iu brought about. From todny tho em- 
press dowiigor conduota tbo business in 
Iho imperial parliaments, and on tho 
eighth day of tho presout mouth (Chi- 
nese calendar meaning today English 
calendar) wo will tnko nil tbo princes 
ami niiniBtcra to perform tho oeromouy 
in tlio Ohiu Chung palnco. Lot tbo ya- 
men (foroigu oflico) prepnro, thnt the 
ceremony may bo performed with flt- 
tiug honors.' 


"Tho emperor has upon several occa- 


sions," continued tlio minister, "re- 
quested tho dowager empress to resnnw 
tho goverumcut, and it has only bcou 
after ft great di-al of persuasion tlmt sbo 
has been induced to step in and nssuiuo 
actifo control of tho executive nflairs o 
the empire. Tho emperor, whiio nomi 
iinlly abdicating, will still hnvo a potcu 
voice in tho affairs of tho government 
No edict or proolnumtiou can bo Issuoc 
without his sanction, nnd any plai 
agreed upon by tlio empress and her ad 
visora can bo vetoed by him. , That veto 
will hill any proposition which may bo 
formulated by the empress and wlilol 
is distastef nl to tho emporor. Tho em 
press, according to my advices, will as- 
sume tho oflico todny. 


'Itisn mistake to assumo that tho 


inauguration of tho empress will reanll 
in thodiscontinuancoof tho reform pol- 
icy of the country. On tho contrary, 
Bbo is !n thorough accord with tho pro- 
gressive movement aud will do every- 
thing iu her power, I boliovo, to further 
tho plans outlined by tho young ompor 
or. Sho has not assumed tho throuo 
with any idcn of suppressing tho empor- 
or. ..film is in accord with hia ideas and 
will prove of valu'nblo niil to him and 
bis progressive advisers in Iho fur- 
theranco of tho reform movement. The 
peonlo ot Chinn hnvo awakened lo tho 
realization of tiio fact that free com- 
mercial intercoureo with foreign nations 
will bo of incalculable benefit to the 
empire. They aro desirous now of BO- 
ouriug tho investment of foreign capital 
11 mining, railroads and other indus- 
tries. A vast majority of tho peoplo 
view Iho subject of reform In Iho light 
of progrcEsivcness for the nation, nnd 
tho empress represents their sontimont 
u" being in favor of encouraging for- 
eigners to trade with nnd iuvcst among 
our jtcople. 


"On nll her movements toward per- 


petuating tho policy inaugurated by tho 
emperor, however, sho will have his 
advice. He will bo consulted in every- 
thing. Tho dispatches from' China, I 
observe, nro to tho effect that tho cm- 
n-ess proposes reinstating Iji Hung 
Chang in tho foreign service for the 
pnrpofio of smothering tho reform movo- 
uiont of tho emperor. 


"Now, auy ono who ia at all familiar 


with Chines.j nfTairx knows that Li 
Ilniig Chang is the very archetype of tho 
progressive Chinaman, nnd thnt ho has 
all along favored tho policy of freooom- 
mercial iutercourEO with other nations 
and tho granting of railroad aud other 
franchises 
to 
foreigners 
who hnvo 


money to inveat in thnt way. Again, it 
is n mistnko to aFfiumo that Li Hung 
Chang was ever stricken from tho rolls 
of tho emperor's advisers. Yon must 
understand that in China a man can 
hold several offices nt the same time. 
For instance, while Li Hung Chang 
v/ns at tbo head of tho foreign office ho 
hold Hcvcral other government offices 
which brought him In contnot with tho 
ompcror as nn advisor, so that when ho 
wns deposed tiK Iho chief of the foreign 
ofllco that action did not necessarily 
mean that ho was being banished from 
tho counsel of the throne. Ho still hold 
his oflico of grand secretary to tho om- 


nlwaya been friendly toward Iho Kng- 
Jlsli Kovormiioiii, ai-J,I think now la ns 
Kindly dl»pos«1 townnl England na ho 
is toward Itupiin. Ho was probably re- 
lieved na l-.cnil of tlto foreign oflico bo- 
rnuHO r.f Ihnfiict that Ihoduties as chief 
ot p-jvernl ontcea bociiine too burdensome 
for Mm. Tliore bus not hecn n t.lmo, 
howivcr, since ho surreiulered the for- 
oigu oflleo portfolio Unit ho line not boon 
nu adviser of tho throne. 


"It ahuiild also bo understood in this 


connection tlmt, although tbo downgor 
empress is lo tnllo olinrgo of tho alftilrs 
of the government, all of Iho umporor'u 
advisors will bo retained In Ihelr ro- 
spootlvu eapiiciliea to seivo under the 
empress. The same cabinet Unit served 
under tbu emporor will sorvo under the

"What will be the ultimate fate of t'ho 


Islands Is of couise a problem of tho 
future. Whether the Philippines shall 
become an Independent nation or a colony 
of (lie United Slnlta. or whether a Ion* 
time American protectorate 5ha.ll be es- 
tablished will be a subject forcorigreas 
to decide. It U well understood that 
Spain must abide by the verdict of our 
peace commissioners whatever that may 
jirove to bt. for rlie is In no fit condition 
to ren^w the conflict which has resulted 
30 disastrously to her. She ha-s no reason 
to expect that' our commlsslbners will 
agre2 to any proposition which contem- 
plates the continuation of Kpiinlsh con- 
trol over any paj-t or all of the group. 


"T feel confident we will liave no fur- 


ther trouble in an armed way with Spain. 
The only ol.slacle with which we mny 
have to contend Is the opposition of the 
insurgents to our plans.
